Turning your calendar over for the last time this year your eyes will focus on 
“Christmas and the Holiday Season’. 


The first newsletter referring to Christmas woods was in 1977 when Clarence Kramer 
offered his wood to members for 15 cents plus a S.A.S.E. This was followed in 1978 by 
Russell & Erva Jackson who wanted $1.00 plus a return envelope. 


Through the 1980’s, 90’s and beyond hundreds of Christmas flats and rounds have 
been made, shared and traded between collectors and friends. Timber Talk has pic- 
tured most of these woods and been a great source for members to see what has been 
made and available to collect. Each year the number of Christmas woods shown in the 
newsletter has grown. 


In 1986 Jerry Remick encouraged CAWMC members to issue a Christmas wood as an 
inexpensive way to keep in touch with friends and collectors. In the same issue he of- 
fered his Christmas flat and past issues at a cost of 50 cents each. 


In 1988 four wood manufacturers, James Deluney, John Lawrence, Jack Higgins and 
Flbee Company each displayed over two dozen designs for Christmas flats and rounds, 
with price lists. Canada Wide Woods from Stratford, Ontario came on the scene in 
1994 with a display of designs for members to choose from when ordering woods. 


It has been a tradition that has caught on and hopefully will continue for many years 
amongst ’Lignadenarists” at this festive time of year and before this article ends you 
should Know....

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The Catechesis of the Good Shepherd

The Catechesis of the Good Shepherd is a child-centered, child-directed, soundly traditional 
method of introducing children to the mystery of God. It nourishes the religious needs and Ca- 
pacities of all children regardless of culture or background. 


The Catechesis of the Good Shepherd has grown and spread amazingly. At last count it is in 19 
countries: Australia, Austria, Argentina, Bolivia, Brazil, Canada, Chile, Colombia, Croatia, Germa- 
ny, Haiti, Ireland, Japan, Mexico, New Zealand, Panama, South Africa, Tanzania, Italy, and the 
United States. In the United States there are hundreds of atria in Catholic and Episcopal set- 
tings, as well as in several other Christian churches. 


In 2000, in celebration of the 25 year of the catechesis in the United States of America, a wood 
was produced by the Canadian Branch of the CGS and presented to each person at the celebra- 
tions ( July 21 - 25,) at the Franciscan Retreat House, Prior Lake, Minnesota. (wood 5900-467, 
ob: gr, rev: gr, issue 300) The design was based on Gianna Gobbi’s logo for a GSC International 
Council meeting held in Rome, Italy. 


On June 21, 2003, a “Day of Celebration” was held at St. Joseph’s Residence/House on Welles- 
ley Street in Toronto. Many who have been a part of the history and life of the Good Shepherd 
Catechesis in Canada came together for a day of celebration and reflection. Each attendee re- 
ceived a “Canadian 25t Jubilee” wood. (wood 5900-487, ob: gr, rev: gr, issue 300) 


At the 50t" Anniversary of the founding of the “Catechesi Del Buon Pastore”, a Hebrew Scholar 
and a Montessori Directress had a chance meeting and collaborated to find the Catechesis of 
the Good Shepherd in Rome Italy. Since that time the work of the organisation has spread 
throughout the globe. (wood 5900-497, ob: gr, rev: gr, issue 200) 


In the fall of 2004 the Consiglio Internazionale (International Council) met in Rome for their 
meetings. The Canadian delegation presented gold stamped woods to the representatives from 
each country to bring back to their respective associations. (wood 5900-498, ob: gr, rev: gold, 
issue 100) 
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The Catechesis of the Good Shepherd, continued 


In 2009 the Catechesis of the Good Shepherd Association of Canada celebrated 5 years of com- 
ing together for a National Gathering. Two issues were struck, one with the theme of the Gather- 
ing “Celebrating Our Call to Ministry” for the participants and another for distribution among the 
members unable to attend with both the theme imprinted and our logo. (wood 5900-512, ob: gr, 
rev: gr, issue 200). This wood was given to members of CAWMC as free wood of the month in 
September 2009. 


A member of the United States CGS Association requested a quantity of the “Canadian wooden 
coins” to distribute to a Summer camp run by the Sisters of Charity in an inner-city area in Ohio. 
The Canadian organisation provided 100 woods with their logo. The camp organizers arranged 
to have a hole drilled and strung each one on a cord. Each camper received one at the end of 
the week. The editor of TT suspects that one of those is illustrated under catalogue number 
5900-513, issue 100, ob: gr, rev: blank. This wood was also illustrated and described in the Sep- 
tember 2009 Edition of TimberTalk 


In 2014, at the 6Ot Anniversary of the founding of the “Catechesi Del Buon Pastore”. the associ- 
ation issued a new wood (5900-529, ob: green, rev; red, issue 700) showing a new obverse, that 
of the Good Shepherd, circled by the words, “ The Catechesis of the Good Shepherd Association 
of Canada”. The reverse shows the numbers 1954/60/2014 surrounded by the words Catech- 
esis of the Good Shepherd/ Catechesi Del Buon Pastore.
